But it 1s 
safe to say positively that no man in any 
business, large or small, ever attaine 


riches or competence without the practice 
of small as well as large economies \ few 
losses will counteract the profit from a mul 
titude of sales 

Most dealers purchase quantities of paper 
to be worked up on special orders for spe- 
cial forms, etc. It sometimes happens that 
this paper is not cut in the most econom 
ical way—it is of an expensive character 


and wrong cutting of paper if long persisted 


in will involve a considerable loss. It is 
part of the paper cutter’s business to know 
how to cut with the minimum of waste 
Where anyone and everyone runs the paper 
cutting machine an undue amount of waste 
cannot be avoided. It is, of course, ele 
mentary to suggest that wastes in the pape r 
department should be watched, and that all 
paper which can be blocked for memoran 
dum pads should be preserved and fixed up 
for subsequent sale, and only that paper 
which can be used for no other purpos 
should be sold to the paper-stock mat 
Practically everything which goes out 
the store can be turned into money in som« 
way. There is no real waste if refuse prod 
ucts are properly handled 

There are economies to be practiced in 
the taking of orders. It is economy s 
to train the clerk that he will make the 
fewest mistakes in taking and filling an 
order, thus avoiding its return and prevent 
ing the reduplication of work. One of the

I have no objection, however, to giving 
away the secret that I am making prepara- 
tions now for the resumption of business 
in Europe on a bigger scale than ever, 
immediately the war comes to an end 
British manufacturers will no doubt see 
that there will be better chances for them 
than they have ever had in the past. Our 
colonial business shows very great improve- 
ment, also that from other countries outside 
the fighting zone. We are not making any 
reductions in staff on account of the war, 
but are going forward full speed, each sell- 
ing man sworn to work so much harder, 
so that the result, if not actually commen- 
surate with the energy expended to get it, 
will at any rate insure that our total busi- 
ness will be as nearly as possible up to 
normal times 

Mr. H. W. Wayne has now fixed up his 
new business in Kingsway under the title 
of Peacock and Wayne.
